Answbb.— BISHOP THOMAS A. MORRIS was born near Charleston, 
West Virginia, April 28, 1794. In his nineteenth year, under the preaching of Rev. David 
Young, at a camp meeting, he was induced to determine to live a religious life, and soon 
after obtained a clear sense of pardon and adoption. April 2, 1814, he was licensed to 

5 reach, and the next year began his itinerancy as a supply on Marietta Circuit, Ohio. In 
il6 he entered the Ohio Conference on trial, in which Conference he graduated to full 
connection and Elder’s orders. His first ministry was spent in Ohio and Kentucky. In 
1884 he entered upon the duties of Editor of the yVeiUrn Cki'islian Advocate, which po- 
sition he filled with ability for two years. In 1836 he was elected and consecrated 
Bishop . In this high position, his administration was marked by distinguished faithful- 
ness, wisdom and discretion. In 1889, when presiding in the Illinois Conference, with a 
keenness of observation and clearness of judgment with respect to the grand future 
opening to Methodism in Iowa, not shared in apparently by his official advisers, and 
against their counsel, he formed the first Iowa District, calling for “the names of creeks, 
groves, settlements, anything that would indicate the location of new comers,” and thus 
making up the meagre list of appointments. And the result fully justified the foresight 
of the Bishop. In 1844, at Iowa City, the Bishop, in obedience to the action of the Gene- 
ral Conference, met the traveling preachers of the Iowa work, and held the first session 
of the Iowa Conference. He also presided in the sessions of this Conference of 1845, 
1854 and 1858. Of large person and intelligent appearance, he was possessed of excellent 
powers of mind and heart. He had genial humor and keen wit, was reserved in conver- 
sation and manners, and had an accurate knowledge of men. His sermons were short, 
clear and systematic. Since the General Conference of 1864, on account of his age and 
' infirmities, he has been released from active Episcopal work. His life of long continued 
labor, deep piety and extensive usefulness, was closed in great peace, at Springfield, 
Ohio, September 2, 1874, in the 81st year of his age, and the slxtletn of his ministry. 

We have reasons for gratitude to the Great Head of the Church for the grace that 
crowned the life of our venerable father and superintendent, and rejoice in his final tri- 
umph, trusting that we shall meet him again in the presence of the Great Shepherd and 
Bishop of souls, who will finally exalt and glorify all his faithful servants. 



REV. GEORGE W. FRIEND was born Februa^ 21st, 1818, in Green Brier County, 
Virginia, and died of typhoid fever, in Lexington, Washington County, Iowa, on October 
21st, 1873, aged 55 years and eight months. 

In his seventeenth year he was converted, and joined the M. E Church. In 1849 he 
was licensed to preach in Indiana. He was ordained Deacon in 1853, by Bishop Janes, 
and Elder by Bishop Simpson, in 1859. In 1841 he was married to Miss Ryan, of Clark 
County, Indiana; and in 1855, having removed to Iowa, he joined the Iowa Annual Con- 
ference on trial, to which he was admitted to full connection in 1857. 

His appointments have been as follows : 1855, Crawfordsville ; 1856 and 1857, Blue 
Grass ; 1858 and 1869, Grandview ; 1860, Liberty ville ; 1861 and 1862, Troy ; 1863 and 1^4, 
Lebanon; 1865 and 1866, Winchester; 1867 and 1868, Millersburg; 1869 and 1870, Rich- 
mond ; 1^1, Grandview ; 1872 and 1873, Lexington. * 

About four weeks after his return to Lexington from our last Conference, he was pros- 
trated by disease. During his active ministry he never turned aside from his one work, 
and was never without success. He was not a brilliant speaker, but was calm, forcible, 
clear and logical, sound in doctrine, and having the confidence of all who knew him. 

Our deceased brother enjoyed the blessing of perfect love for about the period of six- 
teen years before his death, and fully exem^ified it in his deportment everywhere, and 
died with his love and faith strong in God. His death has taken from our midst one of the 
most exemplary members of the Iowa Annual Conference, and has occasioned an irre- 
parable loss to his bereaved wife and deeply afflicted family. 



REV. BENJAMIN WARDER GORTNER, was born in Green County, Ohio, May 22, 
1849, died at Eeota, Washington county, Iowa, August 21, 1874. He entered the Iowa 
Conference on trial in the fall of 1872, and was appointed to Pleasant Valley, and in 1873, 
to Eeota, where he died. He was converted, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in 1870, and from that time consecrated himself wholly to the work of the Master. 

He was of unblemished character, and fine abilities, and earnestly labored to become 
thorough and perfect in the work of the ministry. 

Hie me was short, his end peaceful and triumphant. Though delirious most of the 
time of his illness, his lucid moments were full of hope. He was fully aware of his 
approaching end, and spoke of it to his weeping companion. 

In his death, the Conference has lost a most promising young minister, society a most 
exemplary member, and his family an affectionate husband and father.

Mini8ter$' MRS. JOSEPHINE, wife of Rev. J. P. RICE, was bom in Decatur 

Connty, Indiana, in 1852. She was early nurtured in the ways of the Lord, and sought 
the Saviour and joined the Church in her twelfth year. She kept the end steadily in view. 
When eighteen, she was married to our brother Rice. Her diary gives evidence of the 
spirituality of her mind, and her devotion to the work of the Church. She was a great 
sufferer, but as she neared home, though the body became weaker, she had clearer views 
of heavenly things. Jesus, heaven, home, filled her thoughts. The day she died, she 
said ‘‘1 am at the Golden Gates;” and as weeping friends gathered round her bed, she 
exclaimed, “1 am at the bottom of the hill, climbing; climbing,” and immediately 
ascended to her rest. Her death occurred at Martinsburgh, Iowa, October 20th, 1878. 

MRS. JENNIE F., wife of Rev. I. N. BUSBY, was born in Harrison Connty, Ohio, De- 
cember, 1841, and died in Newton, Jasper County, Iowa, August 20th, 1874. 

Being the child of pious parents, she was early led to seek the Saviour, and in 1868, 
was converted, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In 1866, she was united in marriage with I. N. Busby. 

During her entire Christian life, she constantly exhibited the characteristics of a traly 
Christian woman, faithfully accompauying her husband to the various fields to which he 
was assigned^ and most cheerfully sharing his trials and assisting to bear his burdens, 
and both by word and act, cheering his heart and strengthening his hands Tor successful 
work in the Master’s vineyard. 

During her long and painful illness, her faith did not fail, and when her end came, she 
was “ready to be oftered.” 

She leaves behind her, a husband and two children.

The minutes were read and approved. 

The memorial services, relating to the deaths of Bishop Morris and the ministers 
deceased in this Conference this year, were fixed for 11 A. M. of Saturday. 

A paper on education, from the Cincinnati Conference, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education. 

The Conference then adjourned, the session being closed with the doxology, and 
benediction by J. G. Barton.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF TRUSTEES OF IOWA WESLEYAN 

UNIVERSITY— 1873-74. 

The general state of the University may be suflSciently inferred from the formal 
statistics for the year ending June 12th, 1874, to wit:

With reference to the Educational progress of the University during the year, I 
leave your Visitors to report. 

The Board found the University buildings and grounds in an improved and satis- 
factory condition, for which credit should be especially given to Dr. Wheeler and the 
College Aid Society of Mt. Pleasant. The Museum, which has received very valua- 
ble auditions during the year, in its scientific classification and complete and tasteful 
arrangement, reflects great ci'edit upon the superior skill and scientific knowledge of 
the Professor of Geology and Natural History, Moses Bayles, A. M. The means of 
illustration have been largely increased, and the condition of the apparatus of the 
University, under the care of the talented Professor of Natural Science, J. M. Mans- 
field, A. M., is very good. 

The Board of Trustees and Visitors, met June 12th, 1874, in their regular annual 
session. The officers of the Board were re-elected, as follows: President, Rev. W. F. 
Cowles; Vice President, Dr. W. Bird; Secretary, Rev. E. H. Waring; Financial 
Secretary, Rev. E. L. Briggs, and Treasurer, C. Snider. Subsequently, C. Snider 
tendered his resignation as Treasurer and member of the Executive Committee, which 
was accepted, to take eflect at the close of the current Conference year.

The Executive Committee appointed were : Bev. A. Robinson, Chairman, Rev. G. 
N. Power, Secretary, W. Bird, W. F. Cowles, E. L. Penn, C. Snider, I. P. Teter. 

The Board, through its Committee, reviewed all the interests of the University. 
They felt urged to the utmost economy in the administration of the financial affairs 
of the University, owing to certain liabilities existing against the Institution, and 
their action was, as far as possible, in the direction of retrenchment The Bioard, 
hearing of the donation of valuable lands to the University b^ Rev. J. C. Brown 
and Peter Jackson, of Muscatine, adopted appropriate resolutions of thanks; and 
also took appropriate notice of the recent demise of Hon. J. C. Hall, of Burlington, 
one of the founders of the Institution. 

Convinced of the necessity of greater care in the management of the real estate of 
the University, they direct^ the Executive Committee to appoint some person to 
make a list of the real estate of the University, and to enter the same in a book, to 
be kept for the purpose, with the descriptions of the same, and notices of transfers, 
etc., and to have charge, under the direction of the Executive Committee, of any 
matters pertaining to the real estate of the University. 

The l^ard also carefully reviewed the Articles of Incorporation of the University, 
and adopted certain amended Articles. These, under the existing laws of the State, 
must be also adopted and approved by you, as the patronizing Conference ; and to 
this end the Trustees have toected me to report them to you. They will be found 
accompanying this report. 

The Trustees also inquired into the matter of the German College, in its relations 
to the University. They are glad to state that the building, which is neat and sub- 
stantial, is rapidly approaching completion. There had b^n collected and paid out 
in the German College building, up to June 24th, $6,723.60. The total cost of the 
building is estimated at $8,500. 

During the year a German School, in connection with the German College, has 
been taught in the University, under the care of Prof. Willey, and the exammation 
and exhibition of the School were exceedingly creditable and interesting. 

Under the arrangements by which two German-English classes are to be kept up 
in the German College, to which the students of the University will have the right 
of admission on the same terms as for extra courses in the University, there will be 
great advantages to be enjoyed by parties desiring instruction in the German Language 
and Literature. Already the German College has a secured Endowment of $20,000,(W. 
A part of this consists of the note of Ae University for $8,000,00, which obligation 
was given with the understanding that the amount has to be raised among the 
Germans, with such aid as others might be induced to give. But until raised it ex- 
ists in the shape of an obligation against the University. On this note a subscription 
of $500,00 has been secured, so that the net liability is now $7,500,00. The interest 
on the note (at 8 per cent.,) was arranged for by individuals for the last year, but for 
the coming year it must be provided for in some other way. 

It is expected and hoped that the two affiliated Institutions will prove of great ben- 
efit to ea^ other. Should the German Colleg^rove what it is expected, it must 
greatly enlai^ the power and usefulness of the University. 

The Board re^et that, owing to the ill health of the late Preceptress, Miss 
Penelope E. Ambler, they were compelled to for^o her valuable services to the 
University. Mrs. Belle Mansfield, A. M., a lady of fine culture and rare accom- 
plishments, well known to the friends of the University, was chosen to fill the place. 

In view of the heavy draft upon the contingent funds of the University, and the 
claims existing against it, the Trustees request you to direct your Educational collec- 
tions for next year to the current expenses of the University. They also appointed 
a committee to draft a pltm for your action, for an Educational Society within the 
bounds of this Conference, to which they wish you to give your careful attention. 

The places of the following trustees will be vacant at your present session, viz: (by 
expiration of time,) Rev. G. N. Power, Rev. I. P. Teter, Rev. John Wheeler, Dr. 
W. Bird, Gen. J. I. Gilbert, (the latter having also failed to qualify.) In the class 
of the third year (by failure to qualify,) Hon. James Harlan. Should the amended 
articles be adopted by the Conference, you will also be entitled to add one Trustee to 
each of the four classes, the persons so added to be two ministers and two laymen.

Additional trustees under the amended articles, viz: For four years A. M. Antro- 
bus, A. M. For three years, Rev. W. J. Spaulding, D. Ph. For two years. Rev. 
Banner Mark. For one year, W. I. Babb, A. M. 

We would also present for your most hearty adoption a report (see report,) present- 
ed to us by Rev. G. N. Power, one of a committee appointed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, to prepare Articles of Incorporation for an Iowa Annual Conference Educational 
Society ; and that the following brethren, and as many more as may be appointed 
by the Conference, be the corporators, viz : Rev. G. N. Power, Rev. W. G. Wilson, 
Prest. J. Wheeler, D. D., W. F. Cowles, E. L. Briggs, D. Murphy, C. P. Reynolds, 
G. W. Byrkit, and B. Mark. 

The greatest want of our Conference Educational Institution to-day, as heretofore, 
is, means to carry on the work. With suitable resources, books, apparatus, buildings, 
and an increase in teaching force, greater prosperity could soon be had. Believing 
that CKe ministers are devoted to this most important part of our work, and that the 
people are “willing hearted” to give, we recommend that each minister of this Con- 
ference, having an appointment, be invited to give a note to the Iowa Wesleyan 
University bearing lawful interest, for the purpose of liquidating the debts of the 
institution, or for increasing its endowment. The amount of the note to be indicated 
by the giver: Provided, .and it is hereby understood; that the educational collection 
raised in the pastoral charge of the minister, shall be applied upon said note, until 
it is liquidated ; and that in case of the death of the minister, during the year, the 
note shall be cancelled, nor shall his estate be in any way embarrass^ by or holden 
for it. This measure if adopted will bring every minister into close sympathy with 
the Conference Institution, because it practically makes him an agent. It will enlist 
the co-operation of the Church, and will increase our endowment, and the number of 
students. 

We furthermore recommend for those brethren, who may not be willing just now, 
to enter into this arrangement, that, upon the Sabbath nearest “University day,” 
January 25th, a collection shall be taken up in their charges, for current expenses; 
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that the Friday night of each sesaion of Conference, be set apart for an Educational 
Anniversary; Aat we recommend the adoption of the report of the Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the University, and so much of it as relates to statistics be con- 
densed and published in the minut^ and the remainder be placed on file ; that we 
earnestly urge upon every member of the Conference to preach upon the subject of 
education, at least once during the year, and that one night be set apart, at every 
District Conference, for an educational meeting.

Whbbeab, The Educational Society of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Chnrch is an Association organized within the State of Iowa, nnder the enpervision 
and patronage of the said Iowa Annual Conference. And whereas, by a vote of a majority of 
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the members of said Iowa Conference, the said Educational Society has been authorized and 
directed to proceed to a legal Incorporation, agreeably to the laws of the State of Iowa with 
respect to corporations other than those for pecuniary profit. And whereas the undersigned, 
to-wit: George N. Power, E. H. Waring, John Wheeler, W. G. Wilson, W. P. Cowles, J. T. 
Simmons, and Ira O. Kemble, citizens of the State of Iowa, of full age, and members of the 
Board of Ofiicers and Managers of said Educational Society, have been directed by said Con- 
ference to proceed to the said incorporation, agreeably to the laws of the State of Iowa with 
respect to corporations other than those for pecuniary profit. 

'nierefore be it known, that we, the said George N. Power, E. H. Waring, John Wheeler, ^ 
W. G. Wilson,- W. F. Cowles, John T. Simmons and I. O. Kemble, do her^y associate our- 
selves, together with all such persons who are or hereafter may be associated with us, upon 
such terms of membership as may be agreed upon between the said Iowa Annual Conference 
and this Society, into a Corporation, by signing, acknowledging and causing to be filed, this 
certificate, setting forth the Articles of Incorporation of the said Educational Society, as 
follows : 

ArticU /—This Association shall be known by the style and title of ‘‘The Educational Society 
of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church." 

AriicU //.—The obiects of this Society shall be the promotion of the cause of Christian 
education in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and particularly within the 
Iowa Conference. 

Article ///.—The business of this Corporation shall be directed by the said Iowa Confer- 
ence, through a Board of Officers and Managers, to consist of a President, Vice President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer, and one minister and one lay person from each Presiding Elder's 
District of the said Iowa Conference. The said Board to be elected annually by the said 
Iowa Annual Conference, on nomination of the said Educational Society, and to hold their 
offices until their successors are appointed. 

Article /F.— The place of business of said Corporation shall be at the seat of the said Iowa 
Conference during the time of its Annual session. At other times, it shall be at Mount 
Pleasant, Heniw County, Iowa. 

Article F.— This Corporation shall have full power in its own name, to take, receive, hold 
and possess any real or personal property, whether acquired by purchase, donation, bequest, 
or otnerwise, for the uses thereof, and for the purposes herein set forth, and to dispose of the 
same, subject to the direction of the said Iowa Conference ; provided, that the amount so held 
shall not exceed at any one time the sum of fifty thousand dollars. And the said Corporation 
shall have the right to sue and be sued, and shall enjoy all the further rights, powers and 
privileges that are or may be conferred upon similar institutions by the laws of the State of 
Iowa. 

' Article F/.— The Board of Officers and Managers herein provided for shall make a full report 
annually of their doings, and of the condition of the Society, to the said Iowa Conference. And 
shall have power to make, alter, suspend or repeal, [subject to the approval of the said Iowa 
Conference,] such By-Laws as may be deemed necessary for the farther governance of said Cor- 
poration, and not inconsistent with these Articles. And the private property of the members 
of this Corporation shall not be liable for the debts thereof. 

Article Ff/.— The first Board of Officers and Managers, under these Articles, shall consist of 
the following persons, to-wit: President, Rev. E. H. Waring; Vice President, Rev. W. G. 

Wilson; Secretary, Rev. E. L. Briggs; Treasurer, Rev. I. O. Kemble; Managers, W. F. Cowles, 
W. I. Babb, J, B. Blakeney, R. 8. McEntire, W. H. H. Pillsbury, W. Tackaberry, J. C, Brown, 
John Mahin, B. Mark, F. M. Davenport, J. T. Simmons, G. W. Bowen. 

Article F///— This Corporation shall exist for twenty years from the date hereof. And these 
Articles may be amended at any time, after one day’s notice of such amendment, by the concur- 
rent action of the said Iowa Conference and Educational Society, and as farther provided by the 
laws of the State of Iowa.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF IOWA CONFERENCE, 1874. 

Whebkas, The Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, an Association 
organized within the State of Iowa, and according to the provisions of the Discipline of the said 
Church, has by a vote of the majority of its members, directed us, members of the said Confer- 
ence, to proceed to the Incorporation of the said Conference, agreeably to the laws of the State 
of Iowa on that subject, made and provided: 

Therefore, be it known, that we, whose names are hereunto subscribed, to wit: James Q. Bar- 
ton, C. S. Cooper, William H. Honn, J. T. Simmons and L. O. Housel, being of lawful age, and 
citizens of the State of Iowa, and of the United States ; do hereby, by authority of said Iowa 
Annual Conference, proceed to associate ourselves, together with all such persons who are, or 
hereafter may be, agreeably to the rules of the said Methodist Episcopal Church, members of 
the said Iowa Annual Conference, into a Corporation, by signing, acknowledging, and causing 
to be properly filed and recorded, according to law, this certificate, containing the Articles of 
Incorporation, as follows: 

Article /.—This Association shall be known by the corporate title of “ The Iowa Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Article //.—The objects of the corporation shall be the promotion of religion, benevolence and 
learning in co-operation with the said Methodist Episcopal Church, and the support of the Min- 
isters, Widows and Orphans connected with the said Iowa Annual Conference. 

Article ///.—The business of this corporation shall be controlled and directed by the said 
Iowa Annual Conference, through a Board of not less than five Trustees, who shall consist of 
the persons elected from year to year, the Stewards of the Conference, as provided for by the 
Discipline of said Methodist Episcopal Church, and they shall hold their oflaces until their suc- 
cessors are ^pointed. 

Article /TT- The said Iowa Annual Conference shall have full power to enact, amend or annul 
such By-Laws and other regulations for the control of the said Board and the management of 
the business of the corporation, as may be consistent with this certificate, and with the laws of 
the State of Iowa, and said Trustees shall make a full report of their business to the said Iowa 
Annual Conference from year to year. 

Article The place of business of said corporation shall be, during its annual session, at 
th,e seat of the said Iowa Annual Conference; but its regular place of business shall be at 
Ottumwa, Iowa. 

Article F/.— This corporation shall have full power to receive, by purchase, donation, bequest, 
or otherwise, any real or personal property for the uses of said corporation, and to hold and 
dispose of the same ; providing, that the sum so held at any one time, shall not exceed $50,000. 
It snail have the right to sue and be sued, and shall also enjoy all other rights and privileges 
that are now, or that hereafter may be conferred by the laws of the State of Iowa upon simuar 
corporations, and which may be applicable to the circumstances and needs of this corporation. 
And the private property of the members shall not be liable for the debts of the corporation. 

Article F//.— in case of the corporation becoming vested of real estate, whether in trust or 
otherwise, where it is so desired, tne corporation may appoint local trustees to take charge of 
the same, under such conditions as the said corporation may determine. 

Article F///.— This corporation shall continue in force for twenty years, and be subject to 
renewal, and this certificate may be amended agreeably to the provisions of the laws of the State 
of Iowa, and by a majority vote of the said Iowa Annual Conference. 

Article IX. — The first board of trustees of said corporation shall consist of the following 
persons. Stewards of the said Iowa Conference, viz: J. G. Barton, C. S. Cooper, W. H. Honn, 
J. T. Simmons and L. O. Housel.
